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Remarks: 

The status identifiers for the claims have been corrected in order to correctly reflect the 
status of each claim. Since claim 13 is currently withdrawn, it cannot be amended. However, if 
claim 1 is allowed, Applicant will amend claim 13 to correct the indefiniteness problem. 

Paragraphs have been added to the specification using the language "means for 
dispensing' 1 and "mounting means" in order to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed 
subject matter. These paragraphs do not add new matter, as they simply describe features that 
were already shown and described in the original specification and drawings. 

Claims 16-20, 22 and 23 have been canceled. 

The statute requires that "means" limitations be read as including what has been 
described in the specification or drawings and their equivalents. Since the "means for 
dispensing'' have been described in the specification for each embodiment, claim 1 is clear. The 
"means for dispensing", as recited in claim 1, is another claim element, in addition to the brush, 
spatula, and first absorbent material. In the embodiment of Figure 2, the means for dispensing 
stain remover material includes passing the stain remover material through the opening at the top 
16 of the housing 12. The specification states on page 5, line 16 that it may be poured out 
(applied directly to the fabric), or it may be applied using the brush, which means that it is carried 
through the opening by the brush. The fact that the "means for dispensing" may include using 
the recited brush to carry the stain remover material through the opening does not make the claim 
unclear. 

In the embodiment of Figure 4, the "means for dispensing" includes taking the 
impregnated swab out of the blister pack and contacting the fabric with the swab. In the 
embodiment of Figure 5, the "means for dispensing" includes opening the container and using 
one end of the cotton swab to contact first the cleaning material and then the fabric. The "means 
for dispensing" in the embodiment of Figure 7 is the same as for Figure 2. In the embodiment of 
Figure 9, the "means for dispensing" also includes spraying. Thus, the "means for dispensing" in 
claim 1 should be read broadly, as a separate element, to cover any of the means that have been 
described in the specification and their equivalents, including carrying the material through an 
opening in the container using the previously recited brush. 

Since there were no rejections of the currently pending claims based on prior art, and 
since the claims are clear, their status properly labeled, and with proper antecedent basis in the 
specification, they should now be in condition for allowance.
